OAKLAND USES HARDEST 
MATERIAL MADE BY MAN 


Precision Steel-Cutting Tools Tipped 
With Carboloy 


The hardest material ever m anu­ 
factured 
commercially 
by 
man 
a 
material so hard that it scratches 
glass like a diamond 
now is being 
used by the Oakland Motor Car com­ 
pany to provide tips for steel cutting 
machinery in several precisypn opera­ 
tions on both the Oakland and Pon­ 
tiac Sixes. 
The material is called carboloy, a 
tungsten carbide which has none of 
the properties of steel but which is 
infinitely harder than the hardest of 
high-speed steel. 
Its ingredients are 
carbon, cobalt and tungsten, the lat­ 
ter being the element from which 
electric lamp filaments and the con­ 
tact points of automobile ignition 
systems are made. 
While approxi­ 
mating the hardness of a diamond, 
carboloy is slightly less brittle and 
therefore does not chip so easily. 
Although diamonds the size of a 
pin-head have been m anufactured by 
subjecting carbon to tremendous heat 
and tremendous pressure, the cost 
has proved prohibitive and artificial 
diamonds too small to be of com m er­ 
cial value. 
The m anufacture of car­ 
boloy also is relatively expensive— it 
costs $1 per gram — but only a very 
small piece is needed, just enough to 
provide a carboloy tip weighing six to 
twelve grams on a base of steel. 
On 
precision 
machining, 
carboloy 
has 
proved so extrem ely efficient that 
cutting operations may be held within 
the limits of two ten-thousandths of 
an inch. 
Experiments in the m anufacture of 
carboloy first were made during the 
W ar by German scientists seeking a 
substitute for the blockaded supply 
of diamonds used in drawing resist­ 
ance wire. 
American scientists re­ 
cently improved upon the German 
methods of m anufacture and succeed­ 
ed in producing a material equally 
hard but less brittle than the German 


product. 
An apparent anomaly in connection 
with use of carboloy at the Oakiand- 
Pontaie plants is the fact that the 
cutting tools employing this material 
must be relinished with a much softer 
abrasive wheel than used to refinish 
high-speed steel tools which are not 
nearly so hard as carboloy. 
In the 
language of the factory, the hard re­ 
finishing wheels “do not touch” car­ 
boloy while the wheels of compara­ 
tively soft material do a perfect job 
of refinishing.
